Mullens sued the Express 
Company for the value of the 
whisky. The Circuit Court of 
Kenton county, Ky.. decided in 
favor of Mullens. The case was 
taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

Justice Brewer said: 

"This court has jurisdiction be- 
cause of the claim distinctly made 
in the Kentucky court that giving 
full faith and credit to the judg- 
ment of the Kansas court would 
prevent a recovery against the 
company, a claim which was ex- 
pressly denied by the Kentucky 
court. 

"While it is the duty of a car- 
rier to safely carry and promptly 
deliver to the consignee the goods 
entrusted to its care, yet that duty 
does not call upon it to forcibly 
resist the judicial proceedings in 
the courts of the State into or 
through which it is carrying them." 

The Kentucky whisky man lost 
his liquor, has expense of trial, 
was endeavoring to send C. O. D. 
pact-ages of whisky to Kansas thus 
trying to thwart Kansas laws. 
The above decision was rendered 
in the United States Supreme 
Court on Feb. 23.
